Although most of you seem to like clippings 
from newspapers and magazines, they are lower- 
priority filler which will be pushed out by DX report- 
ing. Speaking of clippings, someone sent me an 
interesting article this week which never will be used, 
as it was reduced to about 70% on a copier. Consid- 
ering that most newsprint is about 9-point type, and 
DXN is reduced to about 60% after pasteup, e 
in that clipping would have been re- 
duced to about 5-point type (72 points 
= one inch), completely illegible to most 
DXN readers. No, thanks. If anything, ; 
increase the size if you copy a clipping.

Of course any station 

can request a change from this assigned call. While not officially stated, we 
assume this reflects part of the program to computerize the call inventory 
where each station needs a call for sorling purposes. In days of yore it was 

SOP for the FCC to assign a sequential call if none was requested.  lvidently 

this pratice has returned. Subscribers to M Street Journal should mote that 

frequencies were incorrectly given for KRKR=-!100 and WMPP-1170 in Mid V6 #43.

On the quake’s heels, it was the only medium that worked

ASHINGTON—Some- 

times it takes a hurricane 

or an earthquake to re- 

mind us how much our 

high-tech communications 
system depends on a thin little 
wire that plugs into the nearest 
power station. 

Last week in California and last 
month in the Carolinas, Mother 
Nature severed electrical umbilical 
cords. The human beings living in 
these disaster areas were not ca- 
tapulted back to the Stone Age, 
but they were instantly dependent 
on batteries and backup genera~ 
tors. 

In the dark, literally, and in need 
of advice and information, they re- 
membered the value of a long un- 
dervalued gadget—the portable 
radio. 

“Most people don’t have bat- 
tery-operated television sets, and 
it’s pretty tough to sit around your 
living room and watch television if 
your living room doesn’t exist any 
more,” said David Bartlett, presi- 
dent of the Radio-Television News 
Directors’ Association. 

“But almost everybody has a 
battery-operated radio oF a Car 
radio,” Bartlett said. “Radio’s new 
role in our world is portability, 
not immediacy.” 

In such times, people cared little 
for the latest trend or the price of 
hair dryers or vidwizardry that 
clogs up the broadcast airwaves. 
They wanted basic questions an- 
swered: Is my family okay? Where 
can 1 get help? Is there food or 
water nearby? 

Easterners watching ABC net- 
work television shortly after the 
quake saw a local San Francisco 
newscaster explaining how fellow 
residents should tum the gas off in 
their homes to prevent fire. She

noted the page in the teleplione 
book where quake victims could 
find the information. 

It all seemed an admirable pub- 
lic service until you realized that 
most of the people who could 
smell gas weren’t watching televi- 
sion. They didn’t have electricity, 

Other media struggled to pro- 
vide help after the quake. News- 
papers, with borrowed generators 
and store-bought batteries, strug- 
gled to get slim editions on the 
street where they were hungrily 
bought for their value as news and 
souvenirs. The telephone service 
was better than anybody had 
lioped—unless, of course, you had 
onc of those new, slim telephones 
that can redial, speed dial and play 
a tune when somebody’s calling. 
Those phones run on electricity. 

In areas where there was power, 
computer networkers instantly 
began networking. Subscribers to 
such computer networks as Prodi- 
gy and CompuServe tapped into 
their eleetronic-billboard systems 
to send messages to friends or rel- 
atives in California. One woman 
sent a message that the students at 
Mills College were all fine—a few 
lines that probably calmed an 


army of parents in the rest of the, 


country. And a CompuServe exec-! 


utive compared the computer net-' 


workers to “what ham radio 
operators do, only it’s on a com- 
puter.” 

But the medium that clearly won 
the race for getting more crucial 
news to more people who needed 
it in San Francisco was radio. 


At Candlestick Park, when the 


concrete “rippled” and the big: 
lights went down shortly before. 
the start of World Series Game 3, 
people huddled around radios in 


hopes of getting the news about 
what was happening beyond the 
stadium walls. 


“We have been on the air non- 
stop with no breaks since it hap- 
pened,” said John McConnell, 
news director for KGO Radio in 
San Francisco. With.a damaged 
radio tower reducing by half its 
normal 50,000 kilowatts, McCon- 
nell said the AM station was off 
the air for about 20 to 25 minute 
after the quake. Since then, it’s 
been nonstop news and call-in 
shows at KGO. The first ad since 
the quake did not air until Friday 
morning. 


San Francisco residents said they 
tuned to KGO, KCBS and KNBR. 
for news of what was happening 
and where to go for food, water 
and safe buildings where they 
could sleep. 


Music-format stations tried to be 
helpful as a disc jockey or two 
tried to give a little news in be- 
tween the music segments. But 
most FM stations aren’t designed 
for such things as information; the 
most they could provide was men- 
tal relief. 


The news shows offered advice 
from traffic experts, psychologists 
and structural engineers. They 
gave: residents tips on what to do 
when the water looks and smells 
funny. 


At KGO, where listeners rou- 
tinely call in and tell what’s hap- 
pening in thcir area, one resident 
described how gi eed the family 
Pets were acting before the quake. 
A woman who wanted to get to 
work at an Oakland hospital asked 
advice about the traffic pattern. 
The broadcaster told her how to 
get to work,

Virgin Islands AM 
beats Hugo 


WstTa stays on air following 
hurricane; island’s only link to world 


“Today is a little bit better than it was 
yesterday—that’s our slogan,’’ said Len 
Stein, general manager of WSTA(AM) St. 
Thomas in the U.S. Virgin Islands. On an 
island that is slowly recovering from the 
destruction wrought by Hurncane Hugo, 
the motto seems appropnate. 

Just as appropriate is the name by 
which the station has been known for the 
past eight years: “‘Lucky 13” (it’s at 1340 
khz). Because of a lol of luck and equal 
amounts of sweat, WSTA was the only sta- 
tion among the nearly 20 on the Virgin 
Islands that was not blown off the air by 
Hurricane Hugo last month. And for a 
week following the hurricane, Lucky 13 
remained the only Virgin Islands station 
on the air. 

During that week of non-stop, commer- 
cial-free broadcasting and in the following 
weeks, the station served as a communica- 
tions resource for the government, an emer- 
gency dispatcher for the police and emer- 
gency medical personnel and a message 
center for island residents who had lost 


contact with friends and relatives. The sta- 
lion’s performance during the storm and in 
its aftermath eared it praise from the Vir- 
gin Islands press and from its delegate to 
the U.S. House of Represcntatives, Ron 
DeLugo. “There is no question in my mind 
that this station is responsible for the saving 
of who knows how many lives,’’ DeLugo 
said. ‘‘Who knows how many people did 
not panic and mun out into the street during 
the storm because of this station staying on 
the air?” 

During the storm, the station received a 
call from a household in which a stove had 
blown up, badly burning three people. Lee 
Carle, WSTA’s station manager and chief 
engineer, asked his listeners on the air for 
advice on how to weat the situation. A 
nurse called in, and WSTA broadcast her 
instructions to the family on how to care for 
the injured until medical help arrived. The 
station was ‘‘sort of a dispatcher’’ for the 
police and nationa! guard, Carle said, as it 
broadcast locations of situations requiring 
emergency attention. 

At another time, the station arranged a 


communications linkup between the com-, 


mander of the National Guard, based in Sr. 
Croix, and the Virgin Islands governor, 
who was on St. Thomas. The commander 
linked up with the station via ham tadio, 
and WSTA broadcast the message so the 
governor could hear it.

In addition, the station has aired mes- 
sages from worried relatives to islanders 
unreachable by telephone. WSTA has also 
been a makeshift post office, forwarding 
letters from residents responding to mes- 
sages heard over the air. 

WSTA is sponsored by the Federal Emer- 
gency Management Agency, which had 
supplied the generator that the station used 
to stay on the air, Carle said. -GM

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Alter last week's earthquake, San Francisco area radio sla- 
lions mobilized to cover the event. Market leaders such as 
ABC's KGO(AM) (in spite of losing most of its antenna array) 
and CBS's kcBsiam) became the main source of information 
for their respective networks by keeping themselves on the air 
with auxiliary power and having reporters call in on regular 
and cellular telephones. All stations that were able to stay on 
the air broadcast commercial-free coverage for al least the 
lirst two days following the quake, 

Among those on hand for CBS was the CBS Radio Sports 
crew Covering the World Series. At 5:07 p.m., three minutes 
after the temblor, the network was broadcasling its pregame 
show, and at 5:10 John Rooney broke in with a live report. The 
nelwork returned to the pregame show until 5:25, when Jack 
Buck, John Rooney and Johnny Bench all went on the air unli! 
5:55, when they were cut off. 

Contacting Bay Area stations was difficult last week, but 
group owners contacted by BROADCASTING and information 
compited by the National Association of Broadcasters 
showed the following slations on the air: KMEL(FM), KFRC(AM), 
KKHI(AM), KNBR(AM), KABL-FM and KFOG(FM), all San Francisco, 
KWAV-FM Monterey, KABL(AM) Oakland, KRCx(AM) Roseville, KO- 
ME(FM), KEZR(FM), KLIV(AM), KHTT(AM) and KEEN(AM), all San Jose, 
KATO(FM) Los Gatos and KLAS-AM-FM Santa Cruz.

GLOBE, Ariz. (AP) — When Wil- 
lard Shoecraft first hit the airwaves, 
radio was most People's major 
source of news and entertainment, 

“Radio was a great and wonder- 
ful thing,” says Shoecraft, who is 
back at the helm of a station he 


caters to just so many people.” 
Frank B. Healy, a close friend 
since childhood, says Shoecraft’s 
“word is as good as his signature.” 
But “he’s a poor poker player.” 
It’s often difficult to get a straight 


mobile-home park, and moved KI- 
KO into one. He built stations in 
Safford and Winstow and sold them, 
then in 1979 established KIKO-FM, 
with the highest FM signal possible, 
carrying miles into Phoenix, 

Over the years, he’s made the 
most of turning bad luck into good 
fortune. 


For instance, there was the time 
a hunter shot a telephone line, jum- 
bling signals so a conversation be- 
tween two women was broadcast 
over KIKO. Shoecraft faced a 


founded, massaging listeners daily 
with his gentle yet authoritative 
and mellifluous voice, a throwback 
to an era when radio was king, 
At 68, white-haired and musta- 
chioed, Shoecraft is an engaging 
entrepreneur, raconteur, on-air pro 
and civic-minded world traveler. 
When Shoecraft started June 1, 
1939, just out of Phoenix Union 
High School, changing records at 
KGLU in Safford, he worked 70 
hours a week, including the 6 a.m.

ter of ceremonies, “whatever that 
is,” The pay was $10 a week. 

In those days the dial was less 
cluttered. There were six stations 
on the air in Arizona, compared 
with more than 180 today. 

“It was the prime entertainment 
in those days, and it probably was 
fed a lot by the Depression,” Shoe- 
craft says. “If.you could get enough 
to buy a radio, this was your family 
entertaizment, and it was free,” 

Standard fare included Bob Hope, 
Bing Crosby and the Kraft Music 
Hail, the Firestone Hour, Arturo 
Toscanini and the NBC Symphony 
Orchestra. 

“The best entertainment in the 
whole world, comedy and music 
and, it really meant more. To my.

Of 
course,.the competition now is 
fierce,” 

Shoecraft, self-taught, has met 
that competition with his own 
brand of “little-town radio” a com- 
fortable mix of talk, information, 
music and general help, plus a large 
dose of Jocal news. “If it’s news in 
Globe, we've got it.” 

The philosephy is simple: interact 

with listeners. 


“He’s been so involved in the 
community through the radio sta- 
tion,” says Sheldon Miller, manager 
of the Chamber of Commerce.

Record-breaking station prices continue to carry a heavy debt service 
and force new owners.to take drastic revenue-producing action. 

In some stations this takes the form of cutbacks which take their toll 

_ on the technical plant. In other markets, the cost is one of format diver- 
sity, as is the case with KEAC, which was LAs only commercial classi-

cal station. 

While the demise of the three- 
year anti-trafficking rule is cer- 
tainly a factor in the leveraged 
buyouts, it is by no means the 
only culprit. 

Reducing a station’s value to 
that of an “investment” is a far 
cry from the public interest man- 


date of the Communications Act of 1934. 

While it’s true that a prosperous station is in a better position to serve 
its community of license, it's also true that when financial gain is the 
sole motivation for station acquisition the concerns of the public—as well 
as many in the broadcast industry—can get lost in the shuffle. 

The newly seated FCC should take a second look at its deregulatory 
policies and weigh them carefully against public interest concerns. 

And those involved in the buying and selling would do well to factor 
in the idea of service to their communities of license along with enter- 


preneurial concerns. 


A broadcast license should be more than a license to make money.

Greetings, again, and welcome to another’ edition of the 
Answerman. We have some weighty issues to discuss, so let’s get 
right to it! 


ANSWER: In the last column, the question was raised as to the 
rates and subscription address for Popular Communications. We now 
have that information.

QUESTION: I am plagued by a persistent sawtooth electrical buzz 
in my receiver. 1t seems to be stronger at night, and it appears 
on household AM radios also. [ also notice it on the AM car radio 
when I drive into the garage at night. It’s not TVI, so what is 
it and how do I cure it ? 


ANSWER: This is not an uncommon problem, but it is one which can 
become quite frustrating. You’ve already taken the first three 
steps in the process —-- you've determined that it’s neither your 
DX receiver nor is it TVI, and that it’s coming from within the 
house. Among the probable culprits are fluorescent’ lighting 
fixtures, SCR-type dimmers, malfunctioning thermostats = on 
electric heating devices (don’t overlook aquarium heaters, here), 
arc lamps, and photoelectric light switches. 


Fluorescent lights are easy to locate and just as easily switched 
off, or even replaced. Occasionally, the problem is a bad tube or 
starter, but usually, even a healthy fluorescent fixture is 
decidedly unhealthy for AM Dx. 


SCR dimmers should be equally easy to locate. First, try turning 
them off. If the dimmer has a distinct click position for off, 
then that may solve the problem. If it has no off position, or if 
it is simply one of those dimmers which may not totally shut off 
the current, even with an off position, try turning off the 
circuit breaker for that circuit, or pulling the fuse. Then try a 
portable radio to see if that cures the problem. If it does, you 
have three alternatives: 1} replace the offending dimmer; 2) 
install a separate switch to disable that part of the line, and 
then make sure everyone else in the house knows it; or 3) live 
with the problem. 


Electric thermostats present another problem, as there may be 
several possible culprits, of which only one really is causing 
the problem. Try temporarily disabling all of them you can find, 
and then putting them back on line, one by one, until you locate 
the problem. Then you can replace that unit or have it repaired. 


Arc lamps in your yard may also be causing the problem, since 
they would generate the noise back in along the electrical lines 
and into the house circuitry. Be especially aware of some of 
those lights which noisily zap intruding insects in summer, as 
they are a prime source of electrical noise, both radiated into 
the air, and transmitted back along the lines. There is no 
malfunction here, you either find ways to work around it, or 

put up with the noise. 


Another problem, and one which is perhaps the most recent of this 
group, is photoelectric sensor switches, for either interior or 
exterior installations, again, since both use the house 
electrical circuitry. They are particularly offensive when used 
to control outdoor floods or spots, which may be noisy anyway. If 
this is your problem, you can remove the sensors, turn off the 
main control switches for the lights if you can do without them 
during your DX sessions from a_ security standpoint, or install a 
timer device in the line to override the sensors (and the lights) 
at prime DX times, if you DX regularly at certain times, and 
again, subject to your individual security needs.

If all of the above fails, you may have an appliance motor which 
is radiating noise, or you may even have something more unusual. 
Take your trusty transistor portable, and tour the entire house, 
with the ferrite bar antenna parallel to each wall, both near and 
away from switches and outlets. This may help you locate the 
source of the problem. Another method (when nobody else is 
inside) is to turn your DX receiver on at high volume, at about 
530 kHz, and then individually and sequentially cut out each and 
every fuse or circuit breaker to see if one particular circuit is 
generating the noise. 


lf you turn off the mains, and use your transistor, and still 
have the noise, you may have a faulty electric meter, or the 
noise may be actually coming into your lines from outside of your 
property. In either of these situations, contact your electric 
utility. 


IMPORTANT: Remember that installation of electrical switches, 
timers, dimmers, or whatever in the lines is a job for a licensed 
electrician, and you could get a nasty jolt, possibly start a 
fire (and not necessarily immediately, either), and almost surely 
be in violation of your local building codes. If you’re in a 
multiple dwelling, talk to your landlord or superintendent before 
doing anything to common fixtures or to the lines. 


QUESTION: At what point does a longwire antenna take on 
noticeable directional characteristics ? Are there other factors 
than the length of the wire ? 


ANSWER: Generally speaking, a longwire doesn’t become a longwire 
until it is in excess of thirty or forty feet. At that length, 
some directionality is observed, primarily in that given two 
stations of equal strength, one off the end of the wire, and the 
other directly off the side, there should be a preference toward 
the station off the end. As the length increases, this effect 
becomes more pronounced. At wave antenna (Beverage) lengths, the 
effects are strong enough to practically eliminate a strong 


station to the side in favor of a weak one off the end. 


Factors which may affect the directivity would include ground 
conductivity at the antenna site, grounding (termination) at one 
end of the wire, the nature of the objects anchored to (size, 
material), height of the wire, and other objects nearby and 
within the field of the antenna which could distort its normal 
pattern. Normally, anchoring to trees or poles is preferable to 
anchoring to buildings, and frame buildings are preferable to 
metal clad or metal framed ones. Termination and height are 
highly variable, and are dependent upon ground conductivity. The 
optimums for these will have to be deduced by experimentation. 
Remember, also, that in dealing with antennas of substantially 
less than Beverage lengths, tuning or matching, using an L/C 
network (refer to the NRC Antenna Manual, Vol. 1) is advisable.

taken over WAFS-920 and will be changing calls to WMBN, for Moody Bible Network...their 
studios are in the old WEKS-104.1 facility at 1447 Peachtree Street N.E. Gary McKee 

has decided not to renew his contract with WQXI AM/FM...According to station sources, 
McKee was "fired." He will still be working at WQXI 790/94.1 until a replacement is found, 
Also getting the axe are WQXI 790's morning man Ken Cooper and program director Travis 
"Jan" Jeffries...Jeffries has been replaced by Australian born Craig Ashwood. According 
to Douglasville NRCer Bill Allisauskas, WPPI-1330 is planning to drop oldies for 
Christian information...St. Louis now has a Financial Broadcasting Network affiliate, but 
it is unclear which station has it...my guesses are WIL-1430 or WKLL-590. WETD-1080 is 
now beginning the process of converting to AM stereo, in addition to carrying this 
season's Georgia Southern football games. Other college football in Atlanta: University 
of Georgia games are on WSB=750, Georgia tech on WCNN-680, University of Tennessee on 
WYNX-1550, Clark College on WCLK-91.9 and the Nittany Lions of Penn State on WFOM-1230. 
High School football games are carried by WFOM-1230, WIGO-1340, WYNX-1550, WSSA-1570 and 
WKEU-FM 97.7. 1f that's not enough to satisfy your football appetite, WSB-750 has the 
NFL's Atlanta Falcons. with WCHK-FM 105.7 carrying the Falcons if there is a conflict 
with the playoffs of the world series. The financing for the proposed KXEN-1010 deal has 
hit a snag...American Media Brokers and Communications Equity Associates have declined to 
help my group because our project is “outside their particular investment parameters," 

a discriminitory attitude toward new companies with new ideas, Per suggestion by General 
Electric Credit Corporation, I contacted Broadcast Investment Analysts on behalf of my 
group, and sent a business plan, which includes the hiring of beginning announcers, with 
veteran announcers meshed in to give the beginners the encouragement they need, and 
employment of people with disabilities in behind-the-scenes and some on-air work. My group 
is also looking for a consulting engineer for the engineering studies needed to enable the 
1010 assignment to be moved to Hazelwood, MO with 10000/10000 U2 and a feasibility study 
for the possibility of assigning CH 226 C2 (93.1 MHz, class C2) to Glasgow Village, MO, 

a small community on the northwest border of the City of St. Louis, with a site 
restriction to protect the CP held by KNSX-96.7 for 93.3 MHz, Class C2. KNSX is the FM 
side of long-silent KFPS-1440. My guess is that KNSX would build their 93.3 site closer 
to Rolla...KMOZ~1590 and FM sister KQMX-94.3 are having financial difficulties...they 
fired PD Dennis Hawk and replaced him with former KCFV jock Dennis O'Loughlin, one-fourth 
of White Birch Communications. As for an engineer, Vern Jackson, White Birch's engineering 
consultant, has suggested KXEN's CE, but my group cannot obtain his services until a 
contract is drafted and signed to purchase the station from Radio Property Ventures 
(formerly, Mid-America Gospel). R.P.V. has sold KBBX-1600/KOGL-105.7, and has received 
inquiries on KQXI-1550. If the deal is made, my broadcasting career will be saved. If it 
isn't, on the other hand, my career is over. The extreme difficulty I have had in landing 
full-time, on-air employment within a 125 mile radius of St. Louis is why I decided to 

go after KXEN, in addition to the beginner's difficulty in finding that first job and 
KXEN's monster coverage. So, if you hear Glenn Hauser on 1010, you know what station it 
is! DXer related programming is another of our plans. The '80s format is really another 
version of "Kool Gold," with obscure songs mixed in with the biggies. If my group gets an 
FM, the format there would be Alternative Rock, because of my background working at an 
alternative rock station. If the '80s format is to be satellite-distributed, the format 
would go to AM stations only, as is the case with SMN's Z-Rock. If Alternative Rock is 
developed for satellite, it would go to both AM and FM stations. Notes to fellow NRCers: 
Ken Onyschuk, you seem to forget that WKDA-1240 also programs Oldies, fed via satellite 
from SMN. I listened to that while going through Nashville in July. Chris Cuomo, your 
plan for 1600-1700 may not be feasible. The stations, if they are given 500 watts of 
power, would not cover their entire markets. My proposal would be 1610-Caribbean I-A 
Clear (all stations must protect The Beacon), 1620-Regional, 1630-Regional, 1640-US II 
Clear, 1650-Local, 1660-Regional, 1670-US/Canadian I] Clear, 1680-US/Mexican ITI Clear, 
1690-Local, 1700-TIS stations (US), Canadian regional. Fewer stations would be allowed 
on the regionals, and the locals in the expanded band than in the existing AM band. 

Russ Lay, the reason New York and Chicago have so many 50kW stations is that they were 
large cities before Atlanta. In fact, when the clears as we know them today were assigned 
in 1941, Chicago and New York both had over two million population. Obviously, you have 
Never been to Chicago or New York, where AM coverage is better than in Charlotte, 
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Richmond, or Norfolk. The reason you hive difficulty hearing WRVA-1140 is that the station 
has an east-west patter, so it's stronger in St. Louis than in Atlanta. The reason, as 
1 have said before, is that pround conductivity is better in the Northeast and Midwest, 


not to mention the West Coust, than it is in the Southeast. Try placing WQXI-790 in 
Moline, 1L, hi! As Bill Alisauskas would say, "Russ doesn't know what he's talking 
about!" On a personal note, I am planning to tie the knot before the end of next year.

I'd like to enter my 2¢ worth in the discussion about the definition of a non-ID. A non- 
ID is just what it says. It does not give the call letters of the station, only a slogan 
like "G-123" or 'Rock 97" or some such. If, as an example, a station announces "AM 1230 
WOH," that is NOT a non-ID. 1'11 grant you it is not what's known as a legal ID, but it 
is certainly an ID - you did learn what station it was, right? If the announcer had said 
"AM 1320 Solid Gold Radio," that would, of course, be a non-ID, for from that you couldn't 
tell what station you were hearing. Even though he didn't give the city of license, you 
found out what station it was and certainly every AM DX'er has an AM logbook! But the 
logbook won't help you if all he says is AM 1320, Solid Gold Radio. Not much DXing is 
being done as yet here — staying up late to watch the baseball games and World Serics 
games sorta precludes early AM DXing. But on Saturday a.m. 10/7 I found CX very auroral, 
and on 1450, there were just two audible signals - one was WMI'J, Daytona Beach, und the 
other was a c.w. station on one of the satellite networks with IDs only on the hour, and, 
of course, they faded at those times. They did carry NX from :00 to :05. By the way CX 
were, I'd figure it had to be either in Florida or coastal GA or SC. A phone call on 
9/25 from Bill Alisauskas alerted me to WPDQ-690, Jacksonville, FL, which was on SOkW day 
pattern and doing a yeoman job in serving Charleston, SC during the aftermath of the 
terrible storm damage of Hurricane Hugo, and are to be highly commended for being so 
considerate and open-hearted as to offer this invaluable service to a city some distance 
from their own primary and secondary service areas.

New antenna system may reduce AM interference

Greetings all...Congratulations to KYW, which this vear celebrates its 
25th anniversary as an All-News station...Paul Olden has left WWWE and 
the Cleveland Indians for the lights of Los Angles as the new play by 
play man for UCLA’s basketball and football games on KMPX...Pete Franklin 
has parted company with WFAN-New York, to head for San Diego. In the 
process he has signed a little contact with WWWE for daily and weekly 
sports reports. Franklin had been a fixture at WWWE for many years prior 
to his New York stint...The latest Arbitron ratings show Bob Collins in 
the number one spot among Chicago’s morning DJs...Westwood One’s Pirate 
Radio will air Saturday nights from 7 to 11 p.m...Speaking of Pirates, 
LA’s popular morning man Robert W. Morgan, currently on KMPC, recently 
asked his daughter, Susanna, what she wanted as her 15th Birthday 
present. She got a guest on-air shift with rival morning man Scott 
Shannon, the father of Pirate Radio...WWWE has given the gate to 
controversial Gary Dee, so what’s new?...WADN-1120, Walden, MA, has 
introduced a new format “Folk-Information".

Incidentally both Briem and Jackson will remain with KABC in Los 
Angles...Also on the Talk scene Dr. Toni Grant is retiring from her 
on-air KFI spot and will be replaced by Dr. Barbara DeAngelis...The 
Connecticut rumor mill says that Hartford’s WCCC is about to undergo a 
format switch...The Sun radio Network has filed for Bankruptcy under 
Chapter 11. The network, which I had commented on in an earlier Muse, is 
currently being managed by the Kayla Satellite Broadcasting Network. The 
Sun Radio Network has 140 affiliates...Former WMCA talkshow host Meg 
Whitcomb has signed on for a 1-4 afternoon spot on Talknet...Nice to see 
NRCer Mike Hardester again listed in these pages. Hope that he is haying 
fun back on Okinawa. I did a tour there in 1970-71. KSBK, 880 I think, 
in Naha was AFRTS’s commercial alter-ego, at that time. Since the 
reversion to Japan back in 1972, all the stations are now J’s and I 
believe they have adopted the odd frequency spacing so popular in 
countries outside of North America....Finally...I would like to make some 
comments about the recent coverage of news events in the San Francisco 
area.

In addition to my monitoring and message handling 
chores on amateur radio, I had the opportunity to watch quite a few feeds 
over a variety of satellite television channels, of both professional and 
raw footage variety, as well as open camera shots to keep the channels 
open, and can tell you that those individuals were busting a gut to give 
their respective viewers/listeners the most accurate and up to date 
information possible. Radio and Television again comes through in times 
of crisis...So much for now. 


nother broadcast tower arosc last July on a plot of land 
near Beltsville, Md. But this one was intended not to bring 


another broadcast service to the Washington suburb, but to 
brig improved AM service to thousands of communilies across the 
country, 

The 295-foot tower is the heart of an experimental directional 
AM antenna system that could improve the local signals of AM 
Stations at night and mitigate the long-distance co-channel interfer- 
ence that now clutters the band. 

If it does all that is promised, said Milford Smith, vice president, 
radio engineering, Greater Media Inc., and chairman of the Nation- 
al Association of Broadcasters cngineering advisory commission. 
the antenna system ‘would be a wonderful new tool for AM 
broadcasters."” 

The NAB, which is sponsoring the project, is confident that the 
antenna will live up to the expectations raised by the antenna’s 
inventor, longtime broadcast consulting engineer Ogden Presth- 
oldi, “There is beauty und simplicity in [Prestholdt’s} theory,”’ 
said NAB staff engineer Kelly Williams, who is in charge of the 
project. “We believe it will work." 

But none will know for sure until late December or January. 
That's when Prestholut, the lead engineer on the project, will fire 
up a dummy 400-watt radio station on 1660 khz and begin measur- 
ing the antenna’s emissions. 

The NAB and Prestholdt bope the antenna will solve one of the 
medium’s inherent problems, During the day, AM stations serve 
their local communities via groundwave signals and all is well, But 


at night, a second skywave signal begins bouncing off the upper 
atmosphere, causing interference lo stations on (hie same Irequency 
many miles away. 

To minimize the skywave sipnals and the long, distince interfer- 
ence, stations are forced to either reduce trimsinission power or 
employ conventional directional antennas that attenuate the 


skywavye in certain directions. Hither way, the groundwave signals 
are weakened and locil service sullers, 

Prestholdt’s system is an enhanced directional anteana designed 
to give broadcasters separate control ol the groundwave and 
skywave signals so that al night they can reduce the skywave signa: 
without adversely alfecting the proundwave signal. 

After Prestholdt thought up the antenna system and applied for a 
patent for it, he presented a paper on il at a broadcast engineering 
conference in 1985. 

AM broadcasters, looking for any and all ideas to improve their 
lot, picked up on Prestholdt’s. As a result, the NAB decided in 
1986 to fund the construction and testing of a system under as close 
to real-world conditions as possible. Hence, the Beltsville project. 

NAB has spent $75,000 on the project thus [ar (not including 
NAB staff time), but that figure does not come close to ils actual 
cost. Several broadcast equipment manufacturers have contributed 
tens of thousands of dollars in services and equipment. 

LDL Communications, Laurel, Md., supplied and installed the 
tower, Nautel Maine Inc. loaned the project a 400-watt solid state 
transmitter. Contributing monitoring and transmission gear were 
LDL Communications, Cablewave Systems, Kintronic Laborato- 
ries, Low Power Broadeasting, Delta Electronics and Potomac 
Insiruments. 

Jim Wilson, president of LDL Communications, acknowledged 
that tbe contribution of the $28,000 tower was not purely altruistic. 
The company’s participation in the project should give it a leg up 
on competitors if demand for the Prestholdt antenna eventually 
materializes, 

Unlike conventional AM antennas, which only have vertical 
radiators, the Prestholdt antenna also has a horizontal radiator. 
Presthoidt believes that by adjusting the current and phase of the 
horizontal radiator just so, the skywave signals of the vertical 
tadiators can be canceled without affecting the groundwave. 

According 10 Prestholdl, the system requires no equipment that 
is not currently available off the shelf. The horizontal radiator 
consists of conventional radio-tower guy wire strung perpendicular 
to the tower, between the tower and the supporting guy wires. 

Upgrading a directional array to take advantage of it would not 
be a ‘‘major expense.”’ It requires another feed system, but not 
another tower, he said. 

Of course, implementing the system will also involve royalties. 


Prestholdt holds a patent on the system and expects to be paid by 
any users of it. He said he has not determined what the royalties 
would be. 

Testing of the Prestholdt antenna is being delayed so the NAB 
can use the Beltsville facility to test an elevated or ‘‘counterpoise”’ 
grounding system for AM transmission. If it proves feasible, said 
NAB’s Williams, AM broadcasters would be able to build ground- 
ing systems that are just as efficient as conventional buried radial 
zrounding systems at one-third the cost. 

The elevated grounding system NAB is testing comprises four 
wires 90 degrees apart, radiating from the tower about [5 feet about 
the ground, according to Williams. Conventional systems comprise 
a large grounding screen and 120 wires, three degrees apart—all of 
which are buried. 

The length of the wires—which are about one-sixteenth of an 
inch in diameter—varies with the frequency of the station The 
NAB experimental station requires wires 150 feet long. 
Elevated grounding systems are nothing new, Williams said, but 
they never enjoyed much popularity because they have proved 
inherently unstable and difficult to maintain, However. he said, 
two members of Ohio University's electrical engineering depart- 
ment—AI Christman and Roper Radeliff—developed some new 
techniques in 1987 thal the NAB believes are worth testing in the 
hope that they overcome the inherent problems of elevated sys- 
tems. 

So as not to skew the result of the Prestholdt tests, Williams 
said, the NAB will replace the elevated grounding system with the 
conventional buried one before it begins testing the antenna.-HAJ
